LABOR DEPARTMENT ANNOUNCES $1.2 MILLION 
IN ASSISTANCE TO WORKERS IN TEXAS 


WASHINGTON -- The U.S. Department of Labor is providing $1.2 
million to assist approximately 400 dislocated workers in Texas, 
Secretary of Labor Robert Reich announced. 


"This country needs the talents and skills of all its 
workers," Reich said. "We need to provide the necessary 
training, retraining and support services so our workforce can 
remain competitive as any nation's in the global market." 


The funding will be used to assist defense workers laid off 
from Thiokol's Longhorn Army Ammunition Plant. This project will 
be operated by the East Texas Council of Governments. 


The grant, authorized under Title III of the Job Training 
Partnership Act (JTPA), will provide a number of services 
including orientation, assessment, counseling, job search 
assistance, remedial education, occupational skills 
training, on-the-job training, relocation assistance and 
supportive services. Supportive services may include 
transportation assistance, child care assistance and 
needs-related payments. 


The dislocated worker program is a comprehensive retraining 
approach to assist workers who have been, or are about to be, 
laid off for reasons such as technological change, foreign 
competition or government actions. Generally such workers are 
eligible if they are unlikely to return to their previous 
industry or occupation.

MISSOURI WORKERS TO RECEIVE OVER 
$1 MILLION IN TRADE ASSISTANCE 


WASHINGTON -- More than $1 million in job training and other 
assistance is being provided for workers in Missouri who have 
been laid off due to increased imports of foreign products, 
Secretary of Labor, Robert B. Reich announced. 


"Even though national borders no longer dictate a country's 
economy, the skills of the workforce still determine to a great 
extent a nation's ability to compete successfully in the global 
market," Reich said. "Our commitment is to ensure that American 
workers affected by our nation's trading practices get the 
training and retraining they need to compete in the workforce." 


The $1,150,000 in funds for Missouri will provide continuing 
services to workers throughout the state, including workers laid 
off from Florsheim Shoes in Cape Girardeau, Jones and Vining in 
Troy, E.G. & G. Vactec in St. Louis, Ortec Company in Kirksville, 
Lor Rog Industries in Joplin, Norwood Shoe in DeSoto, Brown Shoe 
in Clayton and Houston, Trimfoot Company in Farmington and 
Tobin-Hamilton Company in Mansfield. 





Funds are provided under the Trade Adjustment Assistance 
program, authorized by the Trade Act of 1974. The program 
provides weekly trade readjustment allowances as well as 
training, job search allowances, and relocation allowances to 
eligible workers who have been laid-off as a result of increased 
imports of foreign products. 


The funds are made available to the State employment security 


agency through the United States Department of Labor, Employment 
and Training Administration.

$4.8 MILLION AWARDED TO UNIONS 
FOR JOB CORPS TRADES TRAINING _ 


WASHINGTON -- Two California-based unions have been awarded 
$4.8 million in contracts to help provide training and job 
placement services for Job Corps students throughout the U.S., 
Labor Secretary Robert B. Reich announced. 


The United Auto Workers Labor Employment and Training 
Corporation of Bell, Calif., will receive $2.2 million for 
training in advanced automotive and auto body repair. The 
National Maritime Union of America of San Francisco will receive 
$2.6 million to train Job Corps students in advanced culinary 
arts. 


Opportunities for training will be given to students 
who have completed basic educational and vocational training. 
Both contracts cover a one-year period and may be renewed by 
the government for four additional years. Funds are to be 
used within one year. 


Job Corps is the nation's oldest residential education 
and training program for disadvantaged youths aged 16 to 24. 
Established in 1964 by the Economic Opportunity Act, the program 
prepares nearly 68,000 students each year at 108 centers in 43 
states and the District of Columbia for productive employment. 
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
